MR ANGUS WARD 


12-YEAR-OLD 
ACQUITTED 
OF MURDER 


London, Nov. 21.—A 12- 
year-old Middlesex _school- 
boy, George Edward Crick, 
was today acquitted after 
trial at the Central Criminal 
Court, London, on a charge 
of murdering a four-year- 
old boy. - 


The jury, who did not retire 
to consider their verdict, had 
been told by the, judge: “Not for 
many yenrs in this. historic 
court hag it been the task of 3 
jury to fry, as you are trying. 
a boy of 12 and half years of ag 
for the crime of murder.” 


Earlier, Crick, who sat by his 
father at a table Instead of ir 
the usual dock fer prisoners, 
pleaded “Not Guilty.” 


The prosecutor sald that 
Crick had given different ver 
sions of the death of tho four- 
year-old boy, Stanley Victor 
Graves, 


“If the version Crick gava 
to his father be tho true one, 
and he pushed the boy into the 
wa.er quite deliberately and 
with full knowledge of the 
probable consequences, it ts my 
duty to say this Is a true in- 
dictmeént," the prosecutor said.

WASHINGTON, NOV. 21.—THE UNITED STATES TO- 
DAY ASKED 30 NATIONS—INCLUDING SOVIET RUSSIA— 
TO JOIN IN BRINGING PRESSURE ON THE CHINESE COM. 
MUNISTS TO FREE THE AMERICAN CONSUL-GENERAL, MR 
ANGUS WARD, AND HIS STAFF FROM A-MUKDEN GAOL. 

An unprecedented personal appeal for urgent~ concerted 
action was sent out by the Sceretary. of State; Mr Dean Acheson, 


over the week-end to the Forei 
representatives in China. 


The new step, announced 
by the State Department, 
was taken amid a mounting 
outcry for the use of forca 
if necessary to free the Con- 
sular officials, who wera 
gaoled four weeks ago on 
charges which the United 


States has denounced 98; 


“trumped up.” 

OMctals sald Mr Acheson's 
personal appeal was without 
diplomatic precedent. It went 
out on Friday night, a few 
hours after President ‘Truman 
called the treatment of Mr Ward 
an outrage, 

Mr Acheson's move posed o 
direct test of the attitude of 
Sovict Russin and of four other 
Sovict bloc countries to which 
his message was dispatched, 

Some diplomatic offictals
